Cincinnati. Ohio Oct 28. — Mrs 
le-ulso Raines. 49 years old, wife of 
Fred B. Raines, general manager of 
the Castner. Curran A Hullit, Inc.. 
dealers in soft coal. 1605 I nlon Trust 
Rullding, died last night at the Good 
Samaritan Hospital, where she was 
taken after trying to commit suicide 
at her residence. 3820 Middleton ave- 
nue, on October 23. Her death, accord- 
ing to a report made by Coroner D. C. 
Handley, wns due to the after effects 
of gas poisoning. 

Tho coroner was told that Mrs. 
Raines, who lived In one of the most 
fashionable sections of Clifton, was 
taken to the hospital In a private am- 
bulance after her relatives forced an 
entrance into a room at her home 
wherein she had sealed herself care- 
fully and then turned on the gas. All 
the doors and windows hnd been 
closed securely and the cracks around 
them shut up snugly. 

Pr. David Wolfsteln, 847 Glenwood 
avenue, treated Mrs. Raines after her 
attempt at suicide. He said last night 
that ho did not know at that time what 
was wrong with the woman. No re- 
port of the affair was made to the 
police, who received their first in- 
formation on the matter last night 
when physicians at tho hospital sent 
:ho body to the County Morgue on 
inters from Coroner Handley after 
:hey had Informed him of the death. 
Mom ban of the Raines family refused 
to discuss the death or to assign any 
"vason for the woman's act. 

Bt fore her marriage Mrs. Rainss 
was Miss I^ouise Hord, daughter of 
Mr and Mrs. Ad Hord, of Flemlngs- 
hurg. She had many relatives and 
warm personal friends In Maysvllle 
Uld M: son county. The body w ill be 
brought to Maysvllle Sunday at 1:20 
and taken direct to Flemingsburg for 
burial. 



Havre,- Mont., Oct. 27. — Tho Rev. 
Leonard Jacob Chrlstler, rector of St. 
Marks Church of the Incarnation here, 
widely known in the West as "the 
bishop of all outdoors," was killed in 
his home In Havre today by Mr." Mar- 
garet Carleton, wife of former Judge 
Frank Carleton, of the district court 
of Hill county, who then committed 
suicide, according to Mrs. Chrlstler, 
lie rector's wife. 

Mrs. Chrlstler declares she heard 
the shots and stepped to the door to 
find ber husband and the wdman lying 
dond. 

Tho case was so plainly one of 
murder and suicide by the woman that 
It is probable no Inquest will be held, 
the coroner and sheriff s office an- 
nounced. 

The pistol with which the two were 
killed was still clasped In Mrs. Carle- 
ton's hand and her finger was still on 
tho trigger when he arrived In re- 
sponse to Mrs. Chrlstler's call. Dr. D 
S. Mnckenrle told the coroner. 

Officers declared tonight they were 
unable to find a motive for tho trag- 
edy. It was generally believed that 
Mrs. Carleton must have been suffer r 
: ng from temporary insanity when she 
'ired the two shots.

EVERYTHING BUT WORK 

The simple statement that "ol all the allied countries, trance has 
the greatest resources, but will be unable to meet her war obliga- 
tions." was made at the American Bankers' Association Convention 
in New York last week without explanation or comment. 

It was unnecessary, however, that reason for the situation ex- 
pressed in the closing words of the statement be offered. Those who 
heard the declaration, and those who read it in the news reports of 
the gathering, understood. France has been and is so busy spending 
money for other purposes— aside even from her task of restoring war- 
desolated regions of her domain — that all her available money 
gleaned from her superior resources is being absorbed in these ac- 
tivities. 

England, with business less successfully operating than is in- 
dustry of France, has money for meeting her pressing claims, and 
pledges payment of every debt. The reason is that England has been 
doing good financiering as well as much political wire-pulling. The 
former lias, as a matter of fact, had better results than the latter. 

America is, of course, far better off than Old AVorld countries, 
singly or all together. The reason is not difficult to find. The United 
States lias not been looking to any outside interest or people to sup- 
port her citizenship in part or in whole while they enjoyed worklcss 
existence. This country has been the scene of a vase a/uount of fam- 
ily quarreling in the last four years — but how we have done business 
at the same time! Work? With both hands and with every mental 
faculty alert. We knew we had to do this or starve to death, for the 
rest of the world has never held out a helping hand to the American 
Republic, and neter will. 

Work — work — work'. That is America's program — it has been 
this race's way since the days when the first settlers landed on the 
New World's shores. No wonder our country is successful and pow- 
erful and rich ! Work made it that way and is keeping it so. The 
Old World had better opportunities, better aids, more people, fewer 
obstacles to overcome — but trusted to politics instead of human ef- 
fort directed along every line demanding labor and swill and courage 
and persistence. — St. Louis Times.

The sin of drunken- 
ness has come down through the ages. 
There Is every Indication from both 
, sacred and protune history that the 
making of strong drink is almost as 
old as the human race itself, and that 
in consequence, drunkards were among 
ihe first of the sinners. The Bible ut- 
ters the most threatening warnings 
against drunkenness, promising woe 
and punishment to those who fall into 
its snare.
